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Introduction 


While knitted garments have enjoyed more or less constant popularity for decades, 
crochet has had its ups and downs. This, in my humble opinion, is absolutely unjustified. 
Crochet garments can be just as modern, timeless — or indeed out of fashion! — as 
knitted ones. With my designs | try to demonstrate that crochet has such potential, and 
show the world how amazing it can be! 


My crochet design journey started many years ago, when | moved to a new country, 
Italy, had my first child and became a stay-at-home mom. My life was basically turned 
upside down. From being a busy young woman, always studying, working and moving 
up my career ladder, | became a bit lost. | was still young, but | was a new mom, miles 
away from all my relatives and friends, and | didn't speak a word of Italian. | was also 
married to a musician who traveled a lot and had a crazy working schedule. So | had to 
find my way in this new life, embracing all the wonderful new things, rather than feeling 
pity about what was lost. While there was a lot of uncertainty, | knew one thing: | did not 
want to go back to a full-time job, working for someone else. However, | couldn't leave 
my son with anyone, my husband was often away and | had no relatives or good friends 
nearby. Fortunately, the Internet was blooming with creative ideas for how to turn your 
passions into a job. | discovered the online craft marketplace Etsy, created my own 
brand, 'Mon Petit Violon', and never looked back. 


This book contains a variety of baby and toddler garments and accessories. These have 
always my favorite things to design. It's also a great place to start your crochet journey 
because, while many of the projects in this book are intermediate level, | encourage 
even beginners to try them. l've seen many people, who are just starting to crochet, 
completing their first cardigan or dress and being very happy with the result. My patterns 
are created in such a way that to complete them successfully you just need to follow 
them word for word, comparing your progress with the step-by-step photos — and that's 
it. You don't need to figure out anything by yourself. Any special stitches are explained 
and every stitch is mentioned. If you're ever in doubt, just trust the pattern; even if 
something seems awkward at first glance, it will make sense as you go on. 


Baby garments also are great to start with because they are quick to make and very 
rewarding. Even if you make a mistake, it will be less noticeable than on a big, adult size 
garment. | do suggest one thing — even if you are beginner — get the best yarn you can 
afford and choose natural fibers! You will enjoy working with your yarn much more, the 
result will be better and you will be able to appreciate the texture and the feel of the 
garment at its best. 
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Getting Started 


Before you begin it's important to have the right materials and tools to achieve the best 
results. Fortunately, you won't need much, but | encourage you to pay attention to the 
details — not all yarns are great, so choose wisely, and getting the right hook size and 
sorting out your gauge (tension) are vital, too. 


TOOLS AND MATERIALS 


To complete most of the projects in this book you will need only yarn and a crochet hook. 
While you really don't need any fancy crochet hooks to achieve great results, yarn choice 
is essential. 


YARN 


The most important thing for a successful project is a good yarn. | always suggest you 
use natural fibers — wool, alpaca, yak, cashmere, or cotton. Yes, some babies are allergic 
to animal-based yarns, which means you'll need to choose synthetic fibers. In this case 
yarn with polyamide is my favorite as it is much softer than acrylic. You could also try 
blended yarns, which are usually much softer, and less irritating even for very sensitive 
skin. 


When choosing yarn, the second most important consideration is its thickness, or 'yarn 
weight’. This varies from #0 up to #6. Most of the projects in this book will call for #2, #3 
and #4 yarns, which | find are the best for crochet garments. Bear in mind that within the 
same yarn weight category you will come across significant variations, and some yarns 
might be thinner or thicker than you want. For this reason it's extremely important to 
check the gauge (tension). Each pattern calls for a specific gauge and you need to make 
a swatch and check it before you start. Very often you can fix the gauge by using a bigger 
or smaller crochet hook, but sometimes some yarns just will not work for the indicated 
gauge. | suggest in this case you just accept that, and choose another yarn to avoid any 
disappointment later. 


HOOKS 


There's such a wide variety of hooks on the market right now, made in so many different 
materials. Which one is the best? The simple answer is: the one you feel most 
comfortable working with. You do need to try them to understand that. For me the 
simplest aluminum ones are the best. Plastic, wood, or any fancy shapes just slow me 
down. There are some very pretty hooks out there to add to your collection, but you 
definitely don't need them to achieve great results in crochet. 


OTHER MATERIALS 
Some patterns will call for stitch markers, a tapestry needle and buttons. 


Stitch markers are useful but can be easily substituted with a strand of yarn, a pin or 
anything else that you can insert into a stitch without damaging it. | find that for crochet 
the plastic stitch markers are the best, and usually | use the ones without a closure as 
they are easy and quick to move around. 


A tapestry needle needs to have a pretty large eye for comfortable use. As well as 
assembling a garment, you can use it to weave in all yarn ends, too. 


What kind of buttons you use is up to you. Size is always mentioned in the pattern, but 
material is usually a personal preference. The most important thing is that they need to 
be very well attached to the garment. Never put a garment on a baby or toddler with 
poorly sewn on buttons to avoid a choking risk! 


SPECIAL TECHNIQUES 


There are a few techniques in my patterns that you might find unusual. One of them is 
pulling the first chain to the height of dc or hdc, and working dc or hdc into the first stitch. 
Normally you would work ch3 or ch2 to reach the height of dc or hdc, and would count it 
as a first stitch — working dc or hdc into the next stitch. | find that avoiding it and working 
dc or hdc directly into the first st creates a much neater edge. It's also great for side 
edgings as you avoid unnecessary holes. 


To avoid moving the joining line in some patterns you might need to work the first stitch of 
the round backwards, to the right. If this is the case, it is always mentioned in the pattern. 
It's important to follow these instructions even if they might seem awkward at first. 

For top down sweaters and dresses it is very important to work the foundation chain 
loosely. Chains are not very elastic, especially worked with cotton yarn. For this reason 
foundation chains need to be pulled longer than you would normally do. If possible, check 
if the foundation chain is long enough to pass comfortably over the child's head. It will be 
impossible to make it larger later, but you can always make it tighter when working the 
ribbing or with a round of single crochet stitches. 

TERMINOLOGY 

The patterns are written using US crochet terms. If you're used to working with UK terms, 
here's a guide to the relevant conversions for the stitch names:

Rompers are the cutest garments to add to your little one's wardrobe. They can 
be worn just as they are or over a t-shirt, and this one has a handy button 
opening for easy diaper (nappy) changing. The Bobble Romper is worked top 
down from the waist. The straps can be adjusted for a better fit — you can 
shorten them or make them longer.

AR LIGHT 


325 (375, 450) meters or 355 (411, 493) yards of any DK weight or light worsted weight yarn 
Suggested yarn: Laines du Nord Dolly 125, 100% wool, shade 411, 50g (1340z), 125m (136yd) 
3.5mm (E/4) crochet hook (or size required to obtain gauge) 

e 2 buttons, approximately 2cm (34in) diameter 

e Tapestry needle 

e 2 stitch markers (optional) 


Pattern is written for size 0-6m, changes for 6—12m and 12—18m are in (...). 
Ch1 at the beginning of each round doesn't count as a stitch. 


WAIST 

Foundation chain: work quite loosely to make the waist as elastic as possible, ch66 (72, 80), join 
with sl st into first ch. 

Rnd 1: ch1, dc in first ch, dc in each following ch, join with sl st in first dc; 66 (72, 80) dc 


BOTTOM PART 
Turn after each rnd and work on both RS and WS. 
For sizes 0-6m and 12-18m 


Rnd 1 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in next 1 (9)sts, "2sc in next st, sc in each of next 2sts; repeat from 
* to last st, 2sc in last st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts [gl 


Rnd 2 (WS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts 
Rnd 3 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts 


Rnd 4 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 6sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 7sts; 
repeat from * to last st, puff in last st, join with sl st in first sc, turn; 88 (104) sts 


Rnd 5 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts 
Rnd 6 (WS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts 
Rnd 7 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 (104) sts 


Rnd 8 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 2sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 7sts; 
repeat from * to end, but in last repeat work sc in each of next 4sts, join with sl st in first st, turn; 88 
(104) sts Bj 


Rnds 9-11: repeat Rnds 5 through 7 


Repeat Rnds 4 through 11 — 1 (2) more times, continue with Back Decreasing. 


For size 6-12m 


Rnd 1 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in next st, *2sc in next st, sc in each of next 2sts; repeat from * to 
last st, 2sc in last st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts [gl 


Rnd 2 (WS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 
Rnd 3 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 


Rnd 4 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 7sts; repeat from * to end, in last 
repeat work sc in each of next 6sts and join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 


Rnd 5 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 
Rnd 6 (WS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 
Rnd 7 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each following st, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 sts 


Rnd 8 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 4sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 7sts; 
repeat from * to end, but in last repeat work sc in each of next 2sts, join with sl st in first st, turn; 96 


sts Ig 
Rnds 9-11: repeat Rnds 5 through 7 


Repeat Rnds 4 through 11 — 1 more time. 
Repeat Rnds 4 through 7 once more and continue with Back Decreasing. 


BACK DECREASING 


Row 1 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 
7sts; repeat from * 3 (4, 4) more times, puff in next st, sc in each of next 7 (5, 7) sts, turn; 47 (51, 55) 
sts 


Row 2 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 45 (49, 53) sts 

Row 3 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 43 (47, 51) sts 


Row 4 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 41 (45, 49) sts 


Row 5 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, "puff in next st, sc in each 
of next 7sts; repeat from * 2 (3, 3) more times, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, skip 
next st, sc in last st, turn; 39 (43, 47) sts 

Row 6 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 37 (41, 45) sts 

Row 7 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 35 (39, 43) sts 

Row 8 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 33 (37, 41) sts 

Row 9 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, "puff in next st, sc in each 
of next 7sts; repeat from * 1 (2, 2) more times, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, skip 
next st, sc in last st, turn; 31 (35, 39) sts 


Row 10 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 29 (33, 37) sts 


Row 11 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 27 (31, 35) sts 


Row 12 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 25 (29, 33) sts 


Row 13 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, *puff in next st, sc in 
each of next 7sts; repeat from * O (1, 1) more time, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6 (4, 6) sts, skip 
next st, sc in last st, turn; 23 (27, 31) sts 


Row 14 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 21 (25, 29) sts 


Row 15 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 19 (23, 27) sts 


Row 16 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 17 (21, 25) sts 

For size 0-6m 

Row 17 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6sts, puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 6sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 15 sts 

For sizes 6-12m and 12-18m 

Row 17 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next (4, 6) sts, puff in next st, sc in each 
of next 7sts, puff in next st, sc in each of next (4, 6) sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; (19, 23) sts 
For all sizes 

Row 18 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 13 (17, 21) sts 

Row 19 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 11 (15, 19) sts 

Row 20 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 9 (13, 17) sts 


For size 0-6m 
Fasten off and continue with Front Decreasing. 


For size 6-12m 

Row 21 (WS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end, turn; 13 sts 

Row 22 (RS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end, turn; 13 sts, fasten off and continue 
with Front Decreasing. 

For size 12-18m 


Row 21 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6sts, puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 6sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 15 sts 


Row 22 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 13 sts 


Row 23 (WS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end, turn; 13 sts 
Row 24 (RS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end, turn; 13 sts 
Rows 25-26: repeat Rows 23 and 24, fasten off and continue with Front Decreasing. 


FRONT DECREASING 
On WS, skip one st from the Back, join yarn into next st and work 


Row 1 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 6 (8, 6) sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of next 
7sts; repeat from * 2 (2, 3) more times, puff in next st, sc in each of next 7 (9, 7) sts, turn; 39 (43, 47) 
sts 

Row 2 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 37 (41, 45) sts 

Row 3 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 35 (39, 43) sts 

Row 4 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 33 (37, 41) sts 

Row 5 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (8, 6) sts, *puff in next st, sc in each 
of next 7sts; repeat from * 1 (1, 2) more times, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6 (8, 6) sts, skip 


next st, sc in last st, turn; 31 (35, 39) sts 


Row 6 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 29 (33, 37) sts 


Row 7 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 27 (31, 35) sts 


Row 8 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in last 
st, turn; 25 (29, 33) sts 

For sizes 0-6m and 6-12m 

Row 9 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (8) sts, puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 7sts, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6 (8) sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 23 (27) sts 

For size 12-18m 

Row 9 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6sts, *puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 7sts; repeat from * 1 more time, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6sts, skip next st, sc in last st, 
turn; 31 sts 

For all sizes 


Row 10 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 21 (25, 29) sts 


Row 11 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 19 (23, 27) sts 


Row 12 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 17 (21, 25) sts 

For sizes 0-6m and 6-12m 

Row 13 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6 (8) sts, puff in next st, sc in each 
of next 6 (8) sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 15 (19) sts 

For size 12-18m 

Row 13 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6sts, puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 7sts, puff in next st, sc in each of next 6sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 23 sts 

For all sizes 


Row 14 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 13 (17, 21) sts 
Row 15 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 11 (15, 19) sts 
Row 16 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 9 (13, 17) sts J 


For sizes 0-6m and 6-12m 
Don't fasten off but work Edging. 


For size 12-18m 

Row 17 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each of next 6sts, puff in next st, sc in each of 
next 6sts, skip next st, sc in last st, turn; 15 sts 

Row 18 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, skip next st, sc in each following st to last 2sts, skip next st, sc in 
last st, turn; 13 sts 

Row 19 (WS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end, turn; 13 sts 

Row 20 (RS): ch1, sc in first st and in each following st to end; 13 sts, don't fasten off but work 
Edging. 


EDGING 


Rnd 1 (RS): ch1, but pull it to the height of dc here and throughout, 3dc in first st, work dc evenly 
across the Front and the Back, on corners work 3dc twice in one st, at the end of the rnd work 3dc 
only once in one st as you started the rnd with 3dc, join with sl st in first st (number of sts is not 
important here but it has to be an even number and make sure right and left leg opening have same 
amount of sts) 


Rnd 2 (RS): ch1, FPdc around first dc, *BPdc around next dc, FPdc around next dc; repeat from * 
to last dc, BPdc around last de, join with sl st in first st. 

Rnd 3 (RS): on the back piece mark the sts for buttonholes [8 , for sizes 0-6m and 6-12m make 
two buttonholes, for sizes 12-18m - three buttonholes; repeat Rnd 2, working FPdc around each 
FPdc, and BPdc around each BPdc, but skip marked sts and work ch1 instead, join with sl st in first 


stp 


Rnd 4 (RS): ch1, work FPdc around each FPdc and BPdc around each BPdc, work sc into each 
ch1sp, join with sl st in first st, fasten off 


WAIST RIBBING 
Join yarn into the remaining loop of foundation chain at joining line and work: 


Rnd 1 (RS): ch1, FPdc around first dc, *BPdc around next dc, FPdc around next dc; repeat from * 
to last dc, BPdc around next dc, join with sl st in first st; 66 (72, 80) dc 


Rnd 2 (RS): ch1, work FPdc around each FPdc and BPdc around each BPdc, join with sl st in first 
st 


Repeat Rnd 2 — 2 more times, fasten off and continue with Front Bib. 


The button opening makes diaper changes easy, or at 
least a bit easier! 


FRONT BIB 


Mark 27 (29, 31) sts in the middle of the Front, as shown in photo [9], first and last st has 
to be BPdc, and work: 


Row 1 (RS): ch1, sc in first BPdc, FPdc around next FPdc, sc in each following 3sts, FPdc around 
next FPdc, sc in next 15 (17, 19) sts, FPdc around next FPdc, sc in each following 3sts, FPdc 
around next FPdc, sc in next st, turn; 27 (29, 31) sts [gl 


Row 2 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each following 2sts, puff in next st, sc in next 19 (21, 23) sts, 
puff in next st, sc in each following 3sts, turn; 27 (29, 31) sts 


Row 3 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in each following 3sts, 
FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in next 15 (17, 19) sts, FPdc around next FPdc two rows 
below, sc in each following 3sts, FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in next st, turn; 27 (29, 
31) sts @ 


Row 4 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in next st, puff in next st, sc in next st, puff in next st, sc in next 17 
(19, 21) sts, puff in next st, sc in next st, puff in next st, sc in each of next 2sts, turn; 27 (29, 31) sts 


Row 5 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in each of next 3sts, 
FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in next 15 (17, 19) sts, FPdc around next FPdc two rows 
below, sc in each of next 3sts, FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in next st, turn; 27 (29, 
31) sts [gl 


Repeat Rows 2 through 5 — 3 (4, 5) more times, continue with Straps 


STRAPS 


Row 1 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in each of next 2sts, puff in next st, sc in next 3sts, turn; 7 sts 


Row 2 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, FPdc around next FPdc two rows below, sc in each of next 3sts,

Row 3 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, sc in next st, puff in next st, sc in next st, puff in next st, sc in each of

It can be 
worn over a dress as an extra layer, or over a fitted shirt and a skirt to add some 
texture and extra sweetness to an outfit. It drapes beautifully on the back and 
could be made with long sleeves too.

Row 4 (RS): ch1, hdc in first st, work FPdc around each FPdc, BPdc around each BPdc, sc in 
ch1sp, to last st, hdc in last st, fasten off

If using two colors work with MC; on RS, join yarn in the middle of the underarm 


Rnd 1 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, *skip next 2sts, shell in next st, skip next 2sts, sc in next st; repeat 
from * 6 (6, 7, 8) more times, but in last repeat instead of last sc join with sl st in first sc, turn; where 
you don't have sts skip sp equivalent to 2sts; 7 (7, 8, 9) shells made

Rnd 1: (RS) ch1, dc in each BPsc and in each dc, skip all ch1, join with sl st in first st; 28 (28 (32, 
36) sts; stitch count doesn't change throughout the Cuff 


Rnd 2 (RS): ch1, FPdc around first dc, *BPdc around next dc, FPdc around next dc; repeat from * 
to last st, BPdc around last dc and join with sl st in first st 

Rnd 3 (RS): ch1, FPdc around first FPdc, *BPdc around next BPdc, FPdc around next FPdc; repeat

The pattern of the lower part of this cardigan is fun to make and creates a 
wonderful texture. | suggest using sport weight or 5ply yarn, which will create a 
very flowing and soft fabric. If you decide instead to use DK weight it needs to 

be a very light yarn that's closer to a sport weight. The Semilla Cardigan is 

worked from the top down.

Row 7 (RS): ch1, sc in first st, ch1, skip next bo, sc in each next 4sc, ch1, skip next bo, sc in last 
SC, turn 

Row 8 (WS): ch1, dc in first st, 4dc in next chisp, skip next 4sc, 4dc in next ch1sp, dc in last sc, 
turn

Rnd 3 (WS): ch1, sc in first st, *bo in next ch2sp, sc in each next 4sc; repeat from * to end, in last 
repeat work sc in each of next 3sts, join with sl st in first st, turn and work on RS; 7 (8, 9, 10) bo

Rnd 4 (RS): ch1, sc in first and in each of next 3sts, *ch2, skip next bo, sc in each next 4sc; repeat 
from * to last st, ch2, skip next bo, join with sl st in first st; 7 (8, 9, 10) ch2sp made 

Rnd 5 (RS): ch1, *skip next 4sc, 6dc in next ch2sp; repeat from * to end, join with sl st in first st; 7 
(8, 9, 10) shells made 

Rnd 6 (RS): ch1, skip first dc, *BPsc around each of next 4dc, ch2, skip next 2dc; repeat from * to 
end, join with sl st in first st, turn and work on WS; 7 (8, 9, 10) ch2sp made

Row 6 (WS): ch1, dc in first and in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) sts, BPdc around next st, dc in each of 
next 3sts, skip next 3sts, (3tr, ch1, dc, ch1, Str) in next st, skip next 3sts, dc in each of next 3sts, 
BPdc around next st, dc in each of next 3 (3, 4, 4) sts, turn; 23 (23, 25, 25) sts 


Row 7 (RS): ch1, dc in first and in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) sts, FPdc around next FPdc, dc in each 
of next 2sts, skip next dc, FPdc around each of next 3tr, ch2, skip next ch, sc in next dc, ch2, skip 
next ch, FPdc around each of next 3tr, skip next dc, dc in each of next 2sts, FPdc around next 
FPdc, dc in each of next 3 (3, 4, 4) sts, turn; 23 (23, 25, 25) sts

Repeat Rows 4 and 5 — once more and continue with Body.

7sts, FPtr3tog working around next 3FPdc one row below, dc in each of next 2sts, FPtr around next 
FPdc one row below, dc in each of next 69 (75, 82, 85) sts, join with sl st in first st; 87 (93, 101, 104) 
sts 


Rnd 6 (RS): ch1, dc in first and in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) sts, FPdc around next FPtr, dc in each of 
next 3sts, skip next 3sts, (3tr, ch1, dc, ch1, Str) in next st, skip next 3sts, dc in each of next 3sts, 
FPdc around next FPtr, dc in each of next 69 (75, 82, 85) sts, join with sl st in first st; 89 (95, 103,

Rnd 7 (RS): ch1, dc in first and in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) sts, FPdc around next FPdc, dc in each of

Rnd 14 (RS): ch1, dc in first and in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) sts, FPdc around next FPtr, dc in each of 
next 3sts, skip next 3sts, (3tr, ch1, dc, ch1, Str) in next st, skip next 3sts, dc in each of next 3sts, 
FPdc around next FPtr, dc in each of next 82 (90, 98, 102) sts, join with sl st in first st; 102 (110, 119,

Repeat Rnds 11 through 14 once more.

Repeat Row 1 — 13 (14, 17, 18) more times or until desired length. 

Next Row: ch1, dc in first and in next 1 (1, 2, 2) sts, ch1, skip next st, dc in each of next 2 (2, 3, 3) 
sts, turn; 5 (5, 7, 7) sts 

Last Row: ch1, sc in first and in each next st including ch1sp, fasten off [sl 


Skip 7 (7, 7, 9) sts from the first strap, join in next st and work the second strap in exact 
same way as the first one, fasten off 


RUFFLE 


Join into the first FPdc of the Front Bib and work: 


Row 1 (RS): dc in first st gj , 3dc around same FPdc, work 4 dc around each next FPdc or FPtr to 
end, turn 


Row 2 (WS): ch1, dc in first st, *ch1, dc in next st; repeat from * to end, turn

Repeat Rnds 9 and 10 — 2 (4, 6, 8) more times or until desired length, continue with Cuff.

Rnd 10: ch1, 3dc in ch2sp to the right, *ch1, skip next ch1, skip next dc, v-st in next dc, ch1, 5dc in 
next ch2sp; repeat from * to end, in last repeat work 2dc in same sp as first 3dc of the round and 
join with sl st in first st; 176 (187, 220, 242) sts including all ch 

For size 0-6m 

Repeat Rnds 3 through 8 once more and continue with Last Rnd [e] 


For size 6-12m 
Repeat Rnds 3 through 10 once more and continue with Last Rnd. 


For size 1-2y 

Repeat Rnds 3 through 10. 

Repeat Rnds 3 and 4 once more and continue with Last Rnd. 

For size 3-4y 

Repeat Rnds 3 through 10. 

Repeat Rnds 3 through 8 once more and continue with Last Rnd. 


For sizes 0-6m and 3-4y 


Last Rnd: ch1, dc in ch2sp to the right, *ch1, skip next ch1, sc in next dc, skip next dc, picot shell 
in next dc, skip next dc, sc in next dc, ch1, v-st in next ch2sp; repeat from * to end, in last repeat 
work (dc, ch2) in same sp as first dc of the round and join with sl st in first st, fasten off [sl 


For sizes 6—12m and 1—2y 

Last Rnd: ch1, 3dc in first st, *ch1, skip next dc, sc in next dc, skip next ch1, skip next dc, ch1, v-st 
in next ch2sp, ch1, skip next dc, skip next ch1, sc in next dc, skip next dc, picot shell in next dc; 
repeat from * to end, in last repeat work (3dc, picot) in same st as first 3dc of the round and join 
with sl st in first st, fasten off [gl 


RUFFLE 
Join yarn into the remaining two loops of first hdc of the collar on the shoulder lil and 
work: 


Rnd 1: ch1, dc in first st, *2dc in next st, 3dc in next st [gf ; repeat from * to end working always in 
both loops of hdc, join with sl st in first st 


Rnds 2-3: ch1, dc in base of ch1, dc in each st to end, join with sl st in first st 
Rnd 4: ch1, sc in each st to end, join with sl st in first st, fasten off 


FINISHING 

After you have finished the dress, | suggest to work sc around the collar working into the 
remaining loop of foundation ch I , to prevent the straps from stretching out. This way 
you can also adjust the collar for a better fit. 


You can work one round of sc around the armholes as well to make them more fitted if 
needed. 
Weave in all ends (see Finishing Techniques). 


Basic Stitches 


Here are the main stitches that form the basis of most of the patterns in this book. They 
are also the building blocks for making most of the Special Stitches that follow in the next 


section. 

CHAIN (CH) 

Make a slip knot, place your hook into the loop, *yarn over and pull it through the loop; 
repeat from * as many times as needed 


SLIP STITCH (SL ST) 
Insert hook into specified st EX , yarn over and pull it directly through both loops on the 
hook [EJ 


SINGLE CROCHET (SC) 


Insert hook into the specified st, yarn over and pull through a loop, two loops on hook; 
yarn over and pull through both loops on hook ES [s] 


HALF DOUBLE CROCHET (HDC) 


Yarn over [3 , insert hook into the specified st, yarn over and pull through a loop; three 
loops on hook [s] ; yarn over and pull through all three loops [9 [9] 


DOUBLE CROCHET (DC) 


Yarn over [3 , insert hook into the specified st, yarn over and pull through a loop; 3 loops 
on hook [3] ; *yarn over and pull through 2 loops on the hook" [8] ; repeat from * once 


more [5] 


TREBLE CROCHET (TR) 


Yarn over twice EX , insert hook into the specified st, yarn over and pull through a loop; 4 
loops on hook [8] ; *yarn over and pull through 2 loops on the hook" [8] ; repeat from * two 


more times [B] 


Special Stitches 


The following stitches are a little more complex, but in essence they are just 
combinations of the basic stitches in the previous section. 


You will see that there are a number of variations of shells, bobbles and v-sts used in 
some of the patterns in this book. Instructions for how to make these stitches are given in 
this section and which option you need is specified in the pattern. 


FRONT POST SINGLE CROCHET (FPSC) 


Insert hook from front to back around next stitch EX , yarn over, pull through; 2 loops on 
hook [E] ; yarn over and pull through two loops on hook 


BACK POST SINGLE CROCHET (BPSC) 


Insert hook from back to front around next stitch EX, yarn over, pull through; 2 loops on 
hook [E]; yarn over and pull through two loops on hook 


FRONT POST DOUBLE CROCHET (FPDC) 


Yarn over, insert hook from front to back around next stitch EY , yarn over and pull 
through; three loops on hook [s] ; finish front post double crochet as normal dc [s] [9] 


BACK POST DOUBLE CROCHET (BPDC) 


Yarn over, insert hook from back to front around next stitch EX , yarn over and pull 
through; three loops on hook [s] ; finish back post double crochet as normal dc [s [5] 


FRONT POST TREBLE CROCHET (FPTR) 
Yarn over twice; insert hook from front to back around next st EX ; yarn over and pull 
through [3] ; *yarn over and pull through two loops on hook [@ ; repeat from * two more 


times [s] 
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WORKING IN THIRD LOOP OF HDC 

Each hdc stitch has three loops — two main loops in the shape of a V are on the top of the 
stitch, known as front and back loops; behind the back loop there is a third loop, that’s 
where you have to work when pattern states to work in third loop A [s] 


PICOT 
Ch3 [I . sl st in 3rd ch from hook Ey 


PICOT SHELL 
Work (3dc Qi, picot [5] , 3dc) into the specified stitch 


DOUBLE CROCHET 2 TOGETHER (DC2TOG) 

Begin to work dc in next st, but don't complete it, leaving 2 loops on hook JN , work 
another incomplete dc in next st, so that you have 3 loops on hook [EJ ; yarn over and pull 
through all 3 loops on hook 
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FRONT POST DOUBLE CROCHET 2 TOGETHER (FPDC2TOG) 

*Yarn over, insert hook from front to back around the post of the next stitch, yarn over and 
pull up a loop, yarn over and pull through 2 loops on hook [Y ; repeat from * once more [s] 
, yarn over and pull through all three loops on hook 


BACK POST DOUBLE CROCHET 2 TOGETHER (BPDC2TOG) 
Yarn over, insert hook from back to front around next 2 sts ZY, yarn over, pull through; 3 
loops on hook; finish back post double crochet as normal dc [s] 


FRONT POST DOUBLE CROCHET 3 TOGETHER (FPDC3TOG) 

*Yarn over, insert hook from front to back around the post of the next stitch, yarn over and 
pull up a loop, yarn over and pull through 2 loops on hook EX ; repeat from * two more 
times [5] , yarn over and pull through all four loops on hook 


FRONT POST TREBLE 3 TOGETHER (FPTR3TOG) 


*FPtr around the post of next specified st, but leave last two loops on hook fX ; repeat 
from * two more times; 4 loops on hook [5] ; yarn over and pull through all 4 loops 


V-STITCH (V-ST) 


Work (dc, ch1, dc) into the specified stitch 
TRUFFLE DRESS V-STITCH 
Work (dc, ch2, dc) into the specified stitch [5] 


BOBBLE (BO) 

There are two variations of bobble stitch used in the patterns in this book. The 3-dc 
version is used for the Jasmine Sweater, and the 4-dc bobble is used for the Heavenly 
Sweater, Harvest Cardigan, Angel Romper, Waves Sweater, Classic Bonnet, Cozy 
Blanket, and Favorite Hoodie. Instructions are given below. 

3-DC BOBBLE 

*Yarn over, insert hook in specified st and draw up a loop, yarn over and draw through 2 
loops; two loops on hook [A ; repeat from * two more times working in same stitch [5] , 
yarn over and pull through all four loops 


4-DC BOBBLE 


*Yarn over, insert hook in specified st and pull up a loop, yarn over and draw through 2 
loops; two loops on hook f ; repeat from * three more times working in same stitch [5] , 
yarn over and pull through all five loops 


PUFF STITCH 


(Yarn over, insert hook in specified st and pull up a loop) GN four times; 9 loops on hook [s] 
; yarn over and pull through 8 loops on hook [@ , yarn over and pull through 2 last loops 


POPCORN 

Work 4dc into the specified st EY ; remove the hook from working st; insert the hook into 
the top of first dc of the group of 4; place the working loop back on the hook [Ej and draw 
it through the top of the first dc of group of 4 [8$] ; yarn over and draw it through the final st 


POPCORN SHELL 
Work (popcorn, ch2, popcorn) into the specified stitch 


CROSSED DOUBLE CROCHET (CROSSED DC) 


Worked over 3sts, skip 2sts, dc in next st EX, ch1, dc in first skipped stitch working over 
dc just made [s] 


CLUSTER (CL) 

*Yarn over, insert hook in specified st and pull up a loop, yarn over and pull through 2 
loops; two loops on hook B ; repeat from * once more working in same stitch [5] , yarn 
over and pull through all three loops 


CROSSED CLUSTER (CROSSED CL) 


Worked over two sts, skip next st, work CL in next st EX , work CL in skipped st working 
over previous CL [5] 


2-DC CLUSTER (2-DC CL) 


*Yarn over, insert hook in specified st, yarn over and draw through, yarn over and draw 
through 2 loops on hook (this is a half-closed dc) E **; two loops on hook; skip next sc 
and skip ch-3, repeat from * to ** once more working another half-closed dc in next st [3] , 
yarn over and draw through all three loops on hook 


HARVEST CARDIGAN SHELL 
Work (dc, ch1, dc, ch1, dc) in specified stitch [9] 


SEMILLA CARDIGAN SHELL 
Work (3dc, ch2, 3dc) in specified stitch 


SWEET DRESS SHELL 
Work (2dc, ch3, 2dc) in specified stitch 


HEAVENLY SWEATER SHELL 
Work (2dc, ch2, 2dc) in specified stitch. 


Finishing Techniques 


Follow the instructions below to complete your crochet and give your garments a well- 
made, professional-looking finish. 


SEWING ON BUTTONS 


As | mentioned earlier, buttons can present a choking hazard (see Getting Started: Tools 
and Materials). For this reason it's possibly better to use buttons with four holes as they 
can be sewn on very firmly. Make sure you pass the needle through the holes in the 
button at least twice and secure on the wrong side with a small knot and with small 
oversewn stitches. 


WEAVING IN ENDS 


Thread a big tapestry needle with the yarn end and run that needle through a few 
stitches, changing directions a few times to ensure that the ends won't come out, and 
matching your weaving to the existing stitches. Always weave on the wrong side of the 
work. At the end pull the yarn snug, and cut the tail close to the surface of the fabric, but 
not too close. You should weave in ends before washing and blocking. You can always 
trim the ends again afterwards. 


WASHING 


When washing the garment for the first time | recommend doing it by hand. This will allow 
you to see how the fabric reacts and to control the process. Use warm water and a small 
amount of a gentle detergent. If you don't have a hand wash specifically for woolens, you 
can use a regular shampoo. Carefully rinse the garment in warm water, then press out or 
squeeze to remove as much water as possible. You can also wrap the garment in a towel 
and squeeze it. The towel will absorb the excess water. Place your garment on a flat 
surface, for example, on a dry towel, keep it away from sunlight and let it air-dry. 


BLOCKING 


Not all garments need blocking. Usually letting a garment dry on a flat surface is enough, 
as long as you lay it out neatly and check on it a couple of times as you will probably 
need to adjust it while it's drying. Some garments, like the Harvest Cardigan, need light 
blocking. You can block in the following way. After washing and laying the garment out on 
a flat surface, use blocking pins to tack down the collar, pin alongside the yoke and 
sleeves and then let it dry. Additionally you can steam it. In the case of the Harvest 
Cardigan | would recommend steaming it as well, as it will flatten the leaves a little and 
make it drape more beautifully. When it's almost dry, cover it with a towel and pass a 


steamer over it a couple of times, without touching the towel. You can use an iron with a 
steam setting if you don't have a steamer. Check on the garment to see if any section 
needs more steam. Do not over do it as this may stretch and damage the fabric. Let it dry 
completely.
